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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communications: RCE, filed on 5/07/07. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 33-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mills et al, US# 2004/0048503 A1 , in view of Wu, US# 6,442,570. 

As per claims 33 and 35, Mills et al. teaches "said removable memory detachably 
coupled to a portable electronic device" (see page 3, paragraph [0035]-[0038]) "in 
response to a selection of a file to copy to said removable memory ... in response to 
said associating, automatically copying said file to said removable memory" (see page, 
paragraph [page 4, paragraph [0045]-[0046]). Mills et al. does not explicitly teach 
"displaying a plurality of location identifiers comprising a location identifier of a 
removable memory." Wu teaches "displaying a plurality of location identifiers 
comprising a location identifier of a removable memory" (see col. 5, lines 16-64). It 
would have been obvious at the time of the invention for one of ordinary skill in the art to 
have combined the teachings of Mills and Wu above, because using the steps of 
"displaying a plurality of location identifiers comprising a location identifier of a 
removable memory" would have given those skilled in the art the tools to process issues 
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regarding portable devices more efficiently. This gives user the advantage of copying 
data to the proper device more accurately. 

As per claim 34, Mills et al. teaches "removable memory is a SD (secure digital) 
card, a MMC ... a SmartMedia card" (see page 5, paragraphs [0051]-[0052], page 4, 
paragraph [0044], and page 6, paragraphs [0057] and [0058]). 

As per claim 36, Mills et al. teaches "said file is selected from one or more files 
displayed on a display of said portable electronic device ... at least one of text and an 
icon" (page 10, paragraph [0147]-[0149]). 

As per claim 37, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claims 33 and 35 and are similarly rejected. 

As per claim 38, Mills et al. teaches "displaying a visual indicator associated with 
said file and for indicating that said files resides on said removable memory after said 
copying" (see page 10, [0147]-[0149]). 

As per claims 39-44, these claims are rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claims 33-38 and are similarly rejected. 

As per claims 45-50, these claims are rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claims 33-38 and are similarly rejected. 

As per claims 51-60, these claims are rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claims 33-38 and are similarly rejected. 
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Response to Arguments

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
